The <JliiucM3 Evi). 

Th3 meeting last night to cnncider 
tlie CbiDese evil -was very large and so 
unanimous that the ouly resolution 
was passed without a voioe being raised 
in opposition. Taten as au expres- 
sion of popular sontimoat the resolu- 
tion is valuable. Considered "as ' a 
"moans to the end" it falls stillborn. 
It statoa a self evident ^jroposition, 
but suggests: no .remedy. Every one 
knows that the Chineso immiprration la 
an nnmixed evil; and every one pres- 
ent at last niglit'a meeting is prepared 
to resist by all legal means au increase 
of tbat undesirable portion of the 
population. But a practicable way 
out of the difficulty should have been 
shown. Tor instance, a resolution 
mierht havo been passed calling on the 
Goverumeut to oniploy only white 
labor on public works. Tbe Finance 
Minister stated in the House on Fri- 
day tbat tbe Governnieut intended to 
employ no Ohinamon on public works 
while a white man would accept work 
at a living rate of wages. A resolu- 
tion of the kind that wo speak of would 
havo greatly strengtbeued tbe Gov- 
ernment's hands, and would have 
given a cue to the House. Tbe late 
Government expended enormous sums 
of money cm works of duiibtful public 
utility, but that indiscretion might 
Lave been toler.ited bad not the money 
been paid to ChinatuoQ. As to keep- 
ing the Mongol out of the mines, it 
cannot be legally done; neither can 
an exceptional lax be placed on him; 
nor can private individuals be 
prevented from employing him. 
But, he need not be alloiccd lo draw a 
single dollar of puhlic money; aud it jught 
to be the duty of every citizen to see 
that he does not do it. 

Tlie Ballot Act. 



Some time ogo we pointed out two 
defects in the Ballot Act which, we 
conceived, might be remedied by the 
Legislature. The first is the retention 
of the Huatings, where a man declares 
himself for or against a candidate, and 
is then given a Ballot-paper and told 
to go and v6t6 in secret! The other 
defect is'tbfe practice at tbd' cloae of a 
poll of sealing the ballot-boxes and 
packing them from 10 to 20O miles to 
the returning officer, instead of count- 
ing them in each polling division on 
the spot where they wore taken and 
sending Me result to tbo returning officer. 
This latter practice prevails in Ontar- 
io, where it is found to lessen tbe lia- 
bility of fraud, and in cn-se of the loss 
or theft of the ballots the true result 
ia not ail'ected. 



The School Tnx Bill. 

This measure passed the House yes- 
terday by a vote of 17 to G— an over- 
whelming majority in favor of secular 
education. Amongst the seven were 
Messrs. Walkem, Beaven and Ash. 
The two last named seem to have in- 
scribed on their banner "Anything to 
beat Elliott," and acted accordingly. 
The House deserves credit for their 
manly stand in favor of secular free 
education. The only exemptions from 
tbe tax are clergvuien — a class who 
devote their lives to a calling tbat de- 
prives them of all business advantages 
or opporhunities to "lay up treasures 
on earth." Tbe measure will be found 
to l>o ecpiitahle in its operation and 
the fund collcotod uiidc-r it will go a 
long way tow.iid-; p;Lyiii'_j Iho cost of 
carrying on tlu' schnols. 

An Aot Respecting Breed- 
ing Stock. 

Tbe following importont Bill, intro- 
dnc^.'d by Dr. Toluiio, pnHSud tho House 
ye8tiM (iuy :

Junti(!o ot tilt) I'fiici'. iLiiil in di'fiiult of 
payment, to ln' ll■^lrl] Ijy il iMtri's.s aixl hhIo 
of lljt^ ynoJs and cliatlitl.s cif rill) offender. 

It BliiiU b(3 lawful tor any bona tide set 
tier or ruai. lout III ilio Province, who is 
the owui-r uf .i bmid of mares, herd of 
OOW8 or Hvvino, or d jok of slieep, whr'uh 
bu 18 in ttio habitof paaturiug uitlior on 
bia own or tbo public limda of the Pio- 
viiico, to arrest and dotuin any stallion, 
jaeiiuHH, bull, boar or ram, whiob bo inuy 
nnJ runiiiuH in such band. 

Iiamedialoly afLur riuoli arroat, tlio por- 
son aforesuid making tbo Humo aLull 
oauae a nutioe of tbe said arrest tc bo 
served on the owner or his agent, if 
known, or if the owner or his agent be 
not known, to bo posted at tlio public 
house iiud ptjstoHice neareat to tho piiioo 
of arrest, aud bucIi uotico shall contaiu a 
description of Bucli Htallion. j iukasn, bull 
boar, or ram, inuiudiug iirand.s, if nuy, 
and colour, and Bbull atute tbe cause of 
arrest and detontioa. and that tbo owner 
is required to reclaim such stallion, jack- 
ass, bull, bonr or ram forthwith, or in 
dofnult tbo animal iviii bo hold; and such 
notioo (-bull bo signed by tbnporson mak- 
ing such arreat, and nball state bis ad- 
dross. 

If, within ten days from thopublioation 
of snob notice as aforesaid, tbe oTrner of 
snob Htallion, juokuss, bull, boar, or ram, 

shall not rocLiim him and pay tne fees 
and costs of arro^st and detention, accord 
ing lo tbe scale contained in tboSohedulo 
to this Act, tbo poraou aforo.'iaid making 
■uoh arrest, may thoreafier soil auoh ani- 
mal At publio auction, of which lalo five 



days' notice shall bo posted up at the 
publio house and post offlco uearont t j 
the place of arrest; and such sale may be 
made by the person aforesaid making 
I'uoh arrest, or any person authorized by 
him, without tho takmg out of or payment 
ot any license to tbo Government tliere 
for; and out of the proceedings of Biich 
scale, the person inokiog snob arrest may 
retain the fees-, orcosts speoifKid in tbo 
Sonedulo lieVeto, which Sohodulo shall lio 
doomed part of this Aot, and also the ex- 
penses of tbo sale, if any, and faball stand 
liossessod of tho halnuoo, if any, in tru.st 
for tho owner of Bucli animal; but huoli 
sala shall bo effected within twenty days 
from the day of arrest. Provided no such 
sale shall be lawful unless permiasion for 
th'e s'atiie shall have obtained from aome 
Magistrate or Justice of. the-P.eooe. 

If Buoh stallion, jsAkais^ p'tf U. boar, or 
ram bo found a third time in the same 
band, after having boon twice arrested or 
sold as aforesaid, tbo proprietor of snob 
band may cause theauimal to be castrated 
and turned loose: Provided that tho per- 
mission of a Justice of tho I'oaco bo ob 
taiued for such purpose; and no action, 
suit, complaint, or other proceedings at 
law or in equity shall be brought by the 
owner of Bucb stallion, jaokass, bull, boar, 
or ram, by reason of such castration and 
turning loose: Provided tho Kume bu ao 
complisbed by the exorcise of reasonable 
skill. 

The Lioutonant-Qovernor in Council, 
by Froolamation in the British Oqlnmbia 
Q«zetto, may delioe districts or places in 
which this Aot aliall not have any opera- 
tion, upon an application for that pur- 
pose made by at leant ony half of the re- 
sident land owners of snob dittrioth or 
place. 

No boar or ram shall be considerod as 
coming within the npuration of this Act. 
unless over the age of three moutLs, or 
bull over six moutbs, or jackass or stal- 
lion over two years. 

This Aot shall not apply to that portion 
of tbe Province situated to tbe North and 
East of the Cascade range of Mountains.

Editob OhfiONisT:— If it pleased joa to 
put forth argamentu, we would answer 
them and refute thorn; but your insinu- 
ations wo scorn. We accuse no tenohers. 
wo blame no parents; if some of tho lat- 
ter appear more fond of their money than 
of the souls of their children, by choos- 
ing for them grataitons and godless edu- 
cation, that is no business of ours. What 
we.attaok is your edttoational system. An 
edAoational system which excludes Qod, 
Christ, and Christiaijiiy is radically god- 
loss, essentially anti-christian and lit only 
for atheists. And therefor it is not no 
sootarian, because, forsooth, atheists are 
a sect. What system would atheints and 
ui.beli'iTcra build. up. if thoy had it all 
their own way ?

lumbia, particularly ber liiboniiug rlussus. 

Tho hon. geutlomuu bulioved it tho 
duty of the House to prevent "tho coun- 
try from boooming inuodated with Clii- 
nameii.

A speculator might got 
his land fenced through the industry of 
his neighbors. All a speculator had to do 
was to rest on his laziness; wait until 
those holding land about b'.ia had fenced 
in their land when he would reap the ad- 
vantage of their thrift. This Bill would 
compel tho speculator to pay his share of 
erecting tho fouco on either side of hia 
lautl. The Bill ahso provided for drainago 
of land on tho same principle as the 
fences. It very often haiipouod that the 
lino of a section ran through a swamp and 
tho hon.'mayer pointed^! if the 

indnstrious man were to* drain his land 
ho would also drain his neighbor's. Tho 
Bill wouhl f i'i'o tl;e person who did not 
drain to pi'.y his share of tho expense. 
Tlu ro v.-aa a good deoi of low-lying land 
in the Province iu the vicinity of lakes. 
If the outlet of the lake could ba enlarg- 
ed so that tho water oould ran out of it 
in the winter season as fast aait ran in, 
the low-lying land would escape overflow. 
Tho Bill required every man whose land 
would be heiietitted by tho enlurgoment 
of tho outlet to pay bis fair aharo of tho 
ccst. Ho would introdune in committee 
an anieuduieul that tho Bill should not 
apply east oft ho Cascades and apply 
only to Fonco Districts and Mnnioipali- 
tiea iu the Province. 

Mr. Smith wanted tho Bill postponod 
till tho other Fonco Bill came down, when 
the two r.ills might be aranlgamated. 

Mr. Smitho said tho Bill had no refer- 
ence to the Fence Bill before the House. 

The Bill passed a second reading. Com- 
mitteo on Thursday.
